Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  derived  from  the  uplands  of 
Charnwood  Forest,  a  sparsely  populated  district,  most  of  which  is  grass 
land.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action  and  is  collected  from  the 
sources  of  supply  of  the  Blackbrook  and  Woodbrook,  each  stream  having 
a  separate  reservoir  in  which  the  water  is  stored.  The  Blackbrook 
watershed  is  the  larger  as  also  is  the  reservoir,  and  stands  on  a  higher 
altitude,  so  that  the  water  gravitates  therefrom  to  the  Woodbrook 
reservoir  at  Nanpantan,  where  ample  means  of  filtering  of  the  most  recent 
type  are  available  to  render  the  water  free  from  all  risks  of  pollution. 
The  supply  is  ample  and  continuous.

Sewage  and  Drainage. 

Sewage  is  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Farm  by  : — (l)  Dortmund 
Tanks,  by  which  a  large  amount  of  heavy  sludge  is  extracted  :  (2)  by 
irrigation  in  funows  over  a  cultivated  farm,  with  specially  drained  sub¬ 
soil ;  (3)  by  bacteria  beds,  and  (4)  by  broad  irrigation.  During  the  year 
the  sewer  has  been  extended  to  Outwoods  Drive  and  Westhelds  Drive, 
the  Houses  in  which  have  all  been  connected  up.  I  would  strongly 
advise  the  sewer  being  extended  in  the  Leicester  Road  at  the  earliest 
opportunity. 


Excrement  Disposal. 

This  is  accomplished  by: — (l)  the  water  carriage  system  ;  (2) 
pail  closets  ;  (3)  common  midden  and  privy  arrangements.  The  last 
system  is  being  gradually  abolished,  no  such  arrangements  being  per¬ 
mitted  for  new  houses.  During  the  year  2  privies  and  34  pail  closets 
have  been  converted  to  W.C.’s. 

Method  of  dealing  with  infectious  Diseases. 

The  Council  have  joined  with  the  County  Joint  Hospital 
Committee  which  provides  Isolation  Hospital  treatment  for  all  cases  of

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1912. 

This  Council  has  arranged  to  join  the  County  Scheme  for 
Sanatoria  and  Hospital  treatment.  Health  Visitors  have  been  appointed 
to  visit  and  advise  all  cases  of  tuberculosis.  The  rooms  occupied  by  the 
Patients  are  periodically  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  with 
Formalin  and  when  a  death  occurs,  or  a  removal  takes  place,  the  rooms 
are  fumigated  and  the  paper  stripped  off  the  walls  and  the  rooms  washed 
with  a  solution  of  disinfectant  and  limevvashed,  and  the  beds  put  through 
the  steam  disinfector. 


Infectious  Diseases  Notified.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Loughborough  Education  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1924. 

1,038  Children  have  been  inspected  during  the  year  and  of  this 
number  140  have  been  called  up  for  re-examination  after  an  interval  of 
one  to  three  months,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  case.  This  increase 
in  the  number  of  re-examinations,  as  compared  with  97  out  of  895  for 
last  year,  is  not  indicative  of  an  increased  percentage  of  ‘  Defectives  ” 
but  is  due  to  the  fact  that  all  cases  of  minor  enlargements  of  the  tonsils 
and  slight  inflammatory  conditions  of  the  throat  have  been  recommended 
for  treatment  with  a  view  to  preventing  secondary  infection  of  the  glands 
of  the  neck  and  other  more  serious  conditions. 


In  addition  to  the  ordinary  routine  inspections,  all  children  aged 
12  years  have  been  specially  examined  with  the  object  of  obtaining 
information  as  to  the  incidence  of  Goitre,  as  requested  in  a  letter  from 
Sir  George  Newman,  under  date  12th  March,  1924.  The  information 
required  was  of  children  in  whom  the  Thyroid  Gland  is  sufficiently 
enlarged  for  the  increase  in  the  size  of  the  neck  to  be  noticed  on  casual 
inspection.  Of  the  166  children  examined  under  this  head  only  one  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  this  defect.

The  School  Clinic  continues  to  open  each  morning  from  9  to  1 1 
o’clock  for  the  treatment  of  Minor  Ailments,  Dressings,  the  supply  of 
Medicines  (in  certain  necessitous  cases)  and  for  Medical  advice  on 
Tuesday  and  Friday  mornings  ;  Tuesday  afternoons  for  Dental  Treatment; 
Friday  afternoons  for  Eye  Refractions. 


Cases  of  verminous  heads  and  infected  conditions  of  the  scalp  in 
motherless  children  and  those  whose  home  conditions  rendered  treatment 
at  the  Clinic  imperative,  have  received  the  untiring  attention  of  the 
School  Nurse  with  very  gratifying  results.  While  such  cases  have  shown 
a  steady  decline  since  the  early  days  of  the  Clinic,  there  have  been  several 
severe  cases  of  ringworm  complicated  by  impetigo  during  the  last  year, 
which  have  made  a  big  demand  on  the  services  of  the  Nurses. 

The  use  of  the  Sacker  steel  comb  is  proving  of  great  value  in 
the  cleansing  of  verminous  heads  both  in  the  hands  of  the  Nurses  and 
Parents.

The  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  Blackham)  attends  on  Wednesdays  at 
2-30,  other  times  by  appointment. 

Dried  Milk,  Virol,  Virolax,  Crystalax,  Medical  Paraffin 
Emulsion,  Ferri  Phos,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Robolein,  Ointment,  Feeding 
Bottles,  Dusting  Powder  are  sold  at  cost  price  and  given  where  necessary 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer.

The  work  stall  which  is  open  on  Mondays  only  is  still  doing 
good  work.  A  quantity  of  woollen  vests  are  made  by  the  Lady  Helpers 
and  their  friends,  and  sold  at  cost  price,  many  being  given  to  poor  Mothers. 

The  clothing  stall  is  very  useful;  many  garments  have  been 
made  and  sent  by  people  in  the  town.  Good  parcels  of  children’s  clothing 
have  been  sent  and  sold  for  a  few  coppers.  This  branch  has  decreased 
during  the  wdnter  probably  owing  to  a  less  number  of  children  of  the 
middle  classes  being  born,  or  clothes  being  -worn  for  a  longer  time. 
1 ’oorer  Mothers  benefit  greatly  by  the  contents  of  these  parcels 

Literature  is  sold  and  given  ;  health  leaflets  are  given 
periodically  to  the  Mothers. 

A  Savings  Club  is  still  working;  a  penny  in  the  shilling  is  given 
as  discount, 
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Health  talks  are  given  when  questions  and  informal  discussions 
are  encouraged.  The  great  difficulty  to  impress  the  young  Mothers  with 
new  ideas  is  much  hampered  by  their  living  with  Mothers  and  Grand¬ 
mothers,  who  in  many  instances  try  and  make  the  young  Mother  do  as 
they  have  done;  one  especially  bad  habit  is  the  giving  of  ale  and  stout  to 
nursing  Mothers  to  increase  their  milk. 

Four  special  Lectures  were  given  during  the  winter,  one  being 
by  the  Leicestershire  County  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  Robinson)  who  spoke 
very  nicely  to  the  Mothers  on  the  value  of  Breast  feeding.  Dr.  Robinson 
expressed  very  great  pleasure  at  seeing  so  many  present  ( 1 3 0)  and  also 
the  arrangements  made  for  the  comfort  of  the  Mothers. 

Baby  week  was  celebrated  by  a  ITealth  talk  on  Monday,  and 
the  Annual  Outing  for  Mothers  on  Wednesday;  102  Mothers  and  120 
Children  left  the  Town  Hall  at  2-30  in  Horse  Charas  to  a  lovely  spot  on 
the  Charnwood  Forest,  permission  having  been  obtained  from  Mr. 
De  Lisle.  A  very  good  tea  was  provided  ;  after  tea  properly  organized 
sports  were  held  for  the  Mothers  and  three  races  for  the  Toddlers,  prizes 
being  given.  We  arrived  back  at  the  Town  Hall  at  8-30  after  the  most 
enjoyable  outing  the  Mothers  had  ever  had,  a  beautiful  sunny  day  adding 
greatly  to  the  pleasure  of  all. 

Forty  Prams  were  taken  on  a  Lorry,  which  greatly  added  to  the 
enjoyment,  the  Babies  sleeping  peacefully  in  the  beautiful  air,  while  the 
Mothers  had  tea  and  sports. 

Mothers  contributed  1 1-  towards  the  expense  of  the  Drive,  the 
remaining  expenses  and  tea  being  paid  from  the  voluntary  fund. 

Health  Week  w^as  celebrated  by  the  Exhibition  from  the  Baby 
Week  Council  for  three  days  ( 7th ,  8th  and  9th  October). 

It  was  opened  by  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress,  Tea  being  provided 
each  day  at  a  nominal  cost.  The  Exhibition  was  very  well  attended. 
School  Children  from  the  upper  division  of  the  Elementary  Schools  came 
at  stated  times,  when  the  Organizer  (Mrs.  Walters)  gave  a  suitable  Flealth 
Talk.  The  High  School  Girls  came  on  Thursday  evening  at  the  request  of 
the  Head  Mistress  (Miss  Bristol). 

Several  of  the  County  Health  Visitors  brought  the  Mothers  in 
their  Districts  on  different  afternoons  and  the  Health  Talk  and  Tea 
provided  w^as  much  appreciated. 

A  Rummage  Sale  was  held  in  February,  the  proceeds  being 
SO  3  10s.  0d  ,  which  was  added  to  the  voluntary  fund  and  found  most 
useful  in  many  ways  during  the  year. 

The  work  is  carried  on  most  pleasantly  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Flealth  Visitor  and  Voluntary  Workers,  the  latter  being  as 
keen  and  helpful  as  it  is'  possible  to  be  for  the  good  of  the  work.  Tea  is 
still  provided  each  time  the  centre  is  opened. 

The  number  of  admissions  has  slightly  decreased  from  last  year, 
but  according  to  the  fallen  birth-rate  the  percentage  of  admissions  is  the 
highest  yet.  Attendances  have  been  nearly  equal  to  last  year. 

Mothers  still  show  great  interest  and  bring  older  Children 
occasionally  after  they  have  ceased  to  regularly  attend.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  my 
Sixteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  operations  of  the  Sanitary  Department 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1924. 


Scavenging. 

The  removal  of  household  refuse  has  been  carried  out  satis¬ 
factorily  throughout  the  year.  It  is  very  rarely  indeed  that  we  get  a 
request  at  the  Office  now  to  remove  household  refuse,  this  being 
systematically  and  regularly  called  for.  I  should  like  to  appeal  to  the 
householders  of  the  Borough  to  burn  as  much  rubbish  as  possible  because 
collection  and  disposal  is  a  costly  business. 

There  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  loads  dealt  with 
during  the  year,  probably  owing  to  sewering  the  Knightthorpe  Road  area 
and  to  the  motors  taking  larger  loads  than  the  horse  and  cart. 


Conversions. 

The  Borough  is  now  clear  of  any  privies,  with  the  exception  of 
a  few  in  scheduled  areas  and  in  the  isolated  parts  of  the  district  where 
neither  water  supply  nor  sewers  are  available.  Thirty  four  pail  closets 
and  two  privies  have  been  converted  to  w7ater  closets  during  the  year. 


Food  Supply. 

A  large  amount  of  food  has  been  destroyed  during  the  year  as 
being  unfit  for  the  food  of  man.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  owners 
have  requested  me  to  examine  the  food,  and  I  am  pleased  to  encourage 
this  as  far  as  possible.  No  alteration  in  the  number  of  Slaughterhouses 
has  taken  place,  being  the  same  as  last  year — 17  total: — 11  registered 
and  6  licensed  ones. 
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Milk  Supply. 

With  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Amendment  Act  in  force,  I  am 
pleased  to  say  that  a  large  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  under 
this  Act.  Five  new  Dairies  have  been  erected  and  many  others  improved  ; 
four  Cowsheds  have  been  structurally  altered,  better  lighted  and 
ventilated.  There  are  several  Cowsheds  where  the  work  is  in  hand  but 
not  yet  completed.  Five  samples  of  Milk  have  been  submitted  for 
Bacteriological  Examination  and  I  am  pleased  that  the  Health  Committee 
have  made  arrangements  for  a  large  number  of  samples  to  be  taken 
during  the  current  year. 


Smoke  Observations. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  far  too  much  black  smoke  is 
being  emitted  from  some  of  our  Factory  chimneys  in  the  Borough  and  it 
is  my  intention  to  take  as  many  observations  as  possible  during  the 
present  year.  I  should  like  to  appeal  to  the  owners  to  take  such  steps 
as  will  prevent  volumes  of  smoke  being  poured  into  the  atmosphere  as 
is  being  done  at  the  present  time. 


i  Housing. 

The  demand  for  Houses  is  still  larger  than  the  supply,  and 
untd  the  latter  somewhat  overtakes  the  former,  1  am  afraid  that  we 
cannot  deal  with  some  of  the  Houses  which  ought  to  be  closed  up. 


Notices  Served. 

The  number  of  notices  served  is  486.  A  large  amount  of  work 
has  been  carried  out  without  my  having  to  serve  any  notice  at  all. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my 
Committee  for  their  unfailing  support  throughout  the  year.
